but that this grieuous ſickneſle Which now 
-reigneth amongſt vs, both is and (hall be go⸗ 
uerned by G O D S pꝛouidence: But pet 
ſuch as truely feare GD D, and are truely in- 
ſtructed out ot his Moꝛd, will ſubmit themſelues 
vnto his heauenly p2onidence in ſuch ſoꝛt as hee 
hath appointed them. When good King Ezc- 
chiah Was ficke of this dileaſe-of the plague, as 
Diutnes doe deliuer, hee pꝛayed and wept, and 
vled thoſe meanes meete to pacifte the anger of

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Houldnot die of that ſickneſfe: though he could 
no doubt have healed him without -meanes, by

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mens bodies have beene the cauſes of the fp2eas 
ding and continuing of this infection , as the 
contagion that the diſeaſe it ſelfe hath bzed, 
and which one man receiveth from another , 
the ſound from thole that are ſioe : There- 
foze alſo men are to learne, that one chiete and 
ozdinarie meane of their pꝛeler vation in this 
Dangerous time is, the avoyding of the con- 
tagion that commeth by mingling diſozderly 
the ſound and the ſicke together. And if there 
bee any that being yet ſound, doe thinke they 
are not bound in conſcience to ſhunne and a- 
voide the perſons and places that are infected, 
except it bee in caſe of neceſſity : oz if thoſe 
that are diſeaſed ,o2 doe keepe in houſes where 
the dileale is knowone to bee, ſhall thinke much 
that they are ſhut up, and reſtrained front 
comming abzoad, oz frequenting the common 
and publique afſemblies of thoſe that are cleare, 
having in the meane time ſuch things as are 
neceſſary foz their ſuſtentation; they muſt bee 
content toheare out of the woꝛd ol God their er- 
rour therein and ignoꝛance. The diſeaſe of the 
lepꝛoſie was inkectious as is the peſtilence, and 
whenCoever any were mitten withthat diſeaſe, 
it was not ſurely without the will oz p2ovi- 
dence of God: and yet we may ſafely learn even 
of God himlelke, without any pzejudice to his 
good p2ovidence , how we ought in that and o⸗ 
ther kinde of infectious maladies to demeane 
our {elves fox the ghoyding of the damage _

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of. The Leper (ſaith the Lozd in the r3.Chap- | 
ter of Leviticus,) in whom the plague is, ſhall 
have his cloathes rent, and his head bare, and 
ſhall put a covering upon his lips,andſhall cry, 
I am uncleane, Lam uncleane. And s long as this 
diſeaſe ſhallbe upon him, hee ſhall dwell alone; 
without the campe ſhall his habitation bee. 
Therentingof his clothes here mentioned, was 
a figne of his mourning and lamentation-foz 
that affliction ; he dwelt alone foz feare of infe- 
cting others; and if at any time he went abzoad 
to take the atre, his lippes were covered, that 
his breath might not infect ſuch as came neere 
him: and belldes he was to give warning, that 
all men might the mozecarefully avoyde him, by 
crying out unto them, I am uncleane, I am un-

Furthermoꝛe, it was o2deredby the L oꝛd, that 
the clothes that were infected ſhould bee burnt, 
the houſes purged, and in ſome caſes ofmoze 
danger of infection, pulled down and utterly de⸗ 
kaced: In which reſpect there wag a general 
commandement given ta the people, That they 
ſhould take heed of the plague of the Lepꝛolie. 
All theſe, and divers other rules and cautions 
preſcribed by God himlelfe, were chieflygroun- 
ded upon this, That the diſeaſe of the Lepꝛolle 
was infectious. Whereby wee are to learne, 
that fozaſmuch as the dileaſe of the plague is 
farre moꝛe infectious , contagious, and dange- 
rous than that was ol rn we ſhould — 
2 
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bee ſo much the moze caretull to nboide tt: and 
luch as are infected , moze chavitably minded, 
and .religioufly humbled under the hand of 
God, than diſobeytag all authoꝛitie, to thult 
themlelves into the rcompanie of others, where⸗ 
by the mortalitie datly to increaſeth. And il 
any man ſhould thinke that the diſeaſe of the 
plague were not. cotitagious and mſectious , 
to groſſe a conteit is rather to bee pittied ,.

their health and lives: and it is verily thought 
that intection by this meanes of meeting hath 
enſuedunto many. 

The concluſion of all is this, That though 
there cannot be too much care taken fozthe pze- 
ſerving of thole that are yet ſound; and foz the 
lecluding and ſeparating of thoſe that are firke; 
vet mult this warning bee therewith: given, 
That the infectedhouſholds may not be lo ſhut 
up, as that they be allo ſhut out from all ſuccour 
and reliefe of neceſlarie maintenance, very ma⸗ 

ny.of thole families which have beene and are 
ret viſited, being of the poozer ſozt-: To whole 
afflictionif you ſhall adde affliction, audcſuffer 
them to want means of o rie tuſtentation, 
alag, what ſhall become of chem keeing neceſſity 
knowethnolaw,and want and hunger bzeake 
ſtone walls? Jn which caſe of need they will 
bzeak foath fox the ſuccour of their lives,though 
with never ſomuch danger to themſelves o20- 
thers. wherekoze it ſhall well beleeme thoſe 
that are rich and able, to ſhew their fellow-fee- 
ling of their bzethzens neceſſitte ; it ſhall well 
become the miſerte of the time, fot men to bee 
fkruitfullin good wozks, whereby their Chziſli⸗ 
an duety may ber teſtified unto God and men.
